The reply filed on 27 January 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action and prior Notice of Non-Responsive 
Amendment because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

1. The amendments to the claims to do not follow the Revised Amendment Practice of 37 CFR 1.121. Specifically, all additions 
should be indicated by underlining, and all deleted material should be struck through . 

2. The sequence identifier inserted after "GVGVP" in claim 10 does not correspond to "GVGVP" as "GVGVP" is 5 amino acids 
long and SEQ ID NO: 1 is 1250 amino acids long. In the response filed 27 January 2004, Applicant states that in the sequence listing 
the Feature data for SEQ ID NO: 1 states, "This sequence may encompass 1-250 Gly Val Gly Val Pro repeats." However, this is 
meaningless, as SEQ ID NO:l itself is 1250 amino acids long, and thus cannot be only 1-249 repeats of GVGVP long. 

3. Applicant did not address the following issues from the previous Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment: 

a. The amendment to paragraph spanning pg 29-30 of the specification could not be entered because the substitute 
specification with which that paragraph corresponds could not be entered. The substitute specification could not be entered because 
no marked-up copy was submitted. A marked up copy of the substitute specification is required if Applicant wishes its entry and 
entry of the amendment to paragraph spanning pg 29-30 of the specification. 

b. Applicant did not make amendments to the specification to recite sequence identifiers after all references to GVGVP or 
after other sequences in the specification (for example, pg 78, paragraph 4, of the substitute specification).
